BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES OF LIBRARIANS AND BIBLIOGRAPHERS 
XVI 
WILLIAM ISAAC FLETCHER (1844-1917) 


William I. Fletcher made a place for him- 
self in the history of librarianship in America, 
not only as librarian, but as instructor in 
library methods and editor of books indis- 
pensible to librarians, students, and readers. 
He was born April 28, 1844, and got his 
schooling in the common schools of Win- 
chester, Mass. His life work was while 
librarian at Amherst College, a position 
which he occupied from 1883 to 1911, and 
all those years he was known and respected 
throughout the country as co-editor with 
Dr. Poole of the Index to Periodicals and as 
editor of the long series of annual and 
five-year supplements to that work. Pre- 


vious to going to Amherst, Mr. Fletcher 
had been in the Watkinson Library at Hart- 
ford, Conn., associated with Mr. Trumbull. 
He married in 1869, and those of us privileged 
to know him intimately remember those 
happy days in Amherst when, assisted by wife 
and children, he spent so much time in the 
editing and compilation of the Index to 
Periodicals. A genial, kindly gentleman 
of the rather small and wiry type which 
means capacity for hard and continuous 
intellectual labor, it is yet amazing how he 
accomplished what he did, in a position 
where an ordinary man would have found 
the librarianship of a growing college library 
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all he could undertake. Yet from the year 
he became Amherst’s librarian, we find him 
identified with the task of continuing Poole’s 
Index. In 1883 this was issued monthly, 
then quarterly as a supplement to the 
Library Journal, and later merged into the 
Annual Literary Index and its successor, 
the Annual Library Index, containing much 
in addition to the co-operative Periodi- 
cal Index, the editing of which meant a 
constant labor which no one who has not 
had knowledge of co-operative indexing can 
begin to realize. He did this work until 1910 
when the Poole’s Index enterprise was 
given up. In 1893 he compiled, with co- 
operative aid, for the American Library 
Association “‘An Index to General Litera- 
ture’”’ commonly called the “A. L. A. Essay 
Index.”” In 1894 he issued his book ‘Public 
Libraries in America.” 

Amherst College gave him an honorary 

Master of Arts degree in 1884. The Amer- 
ican Library Association recognized his work 
and capacity for work by making him secre- 
tary pro tem. on the California trip of 1891 
when Dr. Hill was forced to give up the 
journey through illness. When the new 
constitution of the American Library Asso- 
ciation was adopted in 1892, Mr. Fletcher 
was chosen one of the ten original coun- 
cillors, and it was in that year that he 
became president of the Association. From 
1891 to 1905 Mr. Fletcher organized and 
carried on a Summer Library School at 
Amherst, at which many were taught the 
way to librarianship. This was the pioneer 
summer school and called for a vast amount 
of energy from its director at a season when 
most busy workers are glad to have a 
respite from the mental labors of the 
year. 
Such is the outline of a busy life — a life 
of great usefulness to others — and during 
all those years of industry we find that his 
labors were everywhere appreciated and 
that those who knew Mr. Fletcher valued 
his friendship highly, so unassuming was he 
and so happy and cordial at all times. 

After retiring from the Amherst librarian- 
ship in 1911, he was made librarian emeritus, 
and, relinquishing to his son Robert the 
management, lived to enjoy several years of 
comparative leisure, though increasing physi- 
cal infirmities prevented his attendance at 
library meetings. He died June 15th, 1917.

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MAGAZINE ADVERTISING THEN AND NOW 


Magazine advertising mixed in with text has of late 
years me more and more annoying, and we have 
heard many people wishing for the former style where 
all advertisements were at the beginning and end of 
each issue. {t is interesting to find that The Union 
Monthly, ‘‘a magazine of choice reading’’ published in 
Albany, New York, in 1867, of which a an ag issue 
(vol. 1, no. 2) is on our table, had the back of every 
page covered by an advertisement. A piece of music, 
which serves as a sort of frontispiece, has upon its 
back the advertisement of a dealer in ‘‘musical mer- 
chandise of all kinds.’”” The back cover, nowadays 
i Nasa esteemed as a preferred position, is left 

ank. 

Is there not some hope, by the way, in the new war 
tax on periodical postage, that publishers will be 
taxed the higher rates on advertising pages, even 
though a portion be devoted to text. Ifso, text will 
rapidly retire to isown proper part of periodicals and 
leave all the ads in solid pages once more. Such a 
result would be much appreciated by librarians. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Current History, vols. 1-5, 1914-—March, 1917, 
a monthly magazine published by the New York 
Times, and ‘The om War, Records of the great 
war to date” published in ten volumes, also by the 
New York Times, are the same, except that the maga- 
zine makes up into 6-months volumes, and is so 
indexed, while “The European War” is in ten volumes, 
each made up of three numbers of the Current History 
with a special index and introduction. Librarians 
should beware of purchasing both titles. The pub- 
lishers have allowed all the Current History titles 
and indexes (furnished loose according to present 
fashion with most popular periodicals) to go out 
of print, thereby hoping to force upon us the ten- 
volume edition under the new title, with which they 
kindly offer as a bonus a year’s subscription to Current 
History. If libraries really insist on binding vols. 
1-5 of their present file of Current History, the pub- 
lisher will send the indexes of ‘European War,” vols. 
1-10, and these can be made to serve by binding 
indexes of vols. 1 and 2 at the end of Current History, 
vol. 1, indexes of vols. 3 and 4 at end of vol. 2, and so 


on. 4 

The publisher’s circular offering ‘““The European 
War” set makes no mention that it is the same as 
Current History, yet the two are identical even as to 

ination, except for the introduction which has 
n added in the new ten-volume issue. 

Milady Beautiful is not a new periodical, but we 
cannot refrain from giving her a notice as the pub- 
lisher in calling attention to the August issue asked 
us to be impressed by the “attractive, distinctive 
size.’ Lo, when the issue came, it was 644 x 10 
inches, the former standard size of all monthly per- 
iodicals, but now so infrequently seen as to become 
distinctive in the editor’s estimation. The magazine 
is edited by Emily Lloyd and issued from 1732 Repub- 
lic Building, Chicago. We can remember when the 
bicycles with the enormous front wheels were called 
“ordi ”, they are certainly ‘distinctive’ now. 

The Kitasato Archives of Experimental Medicine, 
vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1917. This new journal, the only 
one in Lay pe devoted to medical sciences and pub- 
lished in foreign lan es (it is in English, French, 
and German) is published twice a year in Tokio, at 
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en 1.20 or 60 cents. It is illustrated and is issued 
en the Kitasato Institute for Infectious Diseases, 
S. Kitasato, editor. 

Brickbuilder changed its name last January to 
Architectural Forum, as we have already noted. 
Now it reduces its size to 12 x 9 inches with July, 1917, 
and starts a new volume. This leaves Vol. 26 to 
consist of but six issues though all the rest have 
twelve. We hope all future volumes will have six 
issues and so be more easily used by readers. 

The Western Architect, by some sort of mind “| 
evidently, also assumed the 12x 9-inch size wit 
July, 1917 (Vol. 26, no. 1), and thus two architectural 
periodicals published in different sections of the coun- 
try make the same change at the same moment.

II. USEFUL HINTS 


Guide Cards and Tabs 


One fairly common usage in special libraries that 
has not been adopted to any extent in public libraries 
is the filing of tabs on catalogue cards. 

For example: There are many instances where 
subject guide cards cannot be filed very closely. If 
a person wishes to locate something beginning with 
“pa” and there is no guide with those particular 
letters, they would be obliged to thumb through a 
mass of cards on economics or some other subject 
before picking up the “Ed” cards. By placing a 
cardboard guide at the front and a plain metal tab 
at the end of a mass of cards on a single subject the 
process of thumbing and continuous wearing out is 
avoided to a great extent. 

For libraries using card shelf lists the numbered 
tabs are very convenient. They are numbered by 
hundreds or in small denominations, if desired. In 


special files used extensively, such as our bibliographi- 
cal cabinet, the use of lettered tabs is of the utmost 
importance.

Helps in Cataloguing Icelandic Literature 


Icelandic authors up to 1882 may be found in a 
compilation of Icelandic biographies by Jén Borg- 
firdingur: Stutt rithéfundatal 4 Islandi, 1400-1882. 
Isafoldar, Reykjavik, 1884. The accounts, although 
brief, give very full data concerning each man’s life 
and publications. In the index at the end, Nafnaskra& 
or “name-roll,” all the names in full are entered 
under the given name, in accordance with the Old 
Norse custom which held that J6én or Pjetur himself 
was the main interest, and u the fact that he was 
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Eirik’s or Olaf’s son merely to distinguish him from 
a host of other Jéns and Pjeturs. In many cases 
this index alone supplies all the information necessary 
to identify the author in question. No translation 
of the book exists, so far as I know. 

For the most complete and most convenient 
account in English of the Old Norse sagas, eddas, 
histories, annals, kings’ and bishops’ lives, laws, 
romantic sagas, etc., see Dr. Vigfusson’s Prolegomena 
to his edition of Sturlunga Saga, Oxford, 1878. Dr. 
Vigfusson is a recognized authority on the classic 
period of Norse literature and this work is one of the 
sources quoted in the Encyclo aol. Britannica.
